DETROIT (UPI) — Smashing 
cars into walls at 25 miles per 
hour is one way of trying to 
show 
that 
air 
bags 
work. 
Putting a man and woman in 
the front seat is even more 
dramatic. 
It’s doubtful many Americans 
will be in that same position 
before 1977. Unless the safety 
device 
can 
prove 
its 
effec­ 
tiveness, it’s doubtful the air 
bag will be used in American- 
built cars in this decade. 
The government has retreat­ 
ed three times on the effective 
date for a 
passive 
restraint 
system in cars to replace the 
“ active” system in which the 
driver must fasten a belt or 
perform some other task. 
Air bags have been consid 
ered the best bet to meet the

A funnv thing happened to the Bruy n H otr* on its way 


to desig nation as an historic site . . 
it never g ot there. 
The Bruy n House, for those of us who follow such 
thing s, is located according to the records at 6 0 North Front 
Street and is at least 200 y ears old. Not much is left of the 
orig inal structure, hut enoug h apparently , for the Land­ 
marks Commission to propose the building ’s desig nation as 


an historic site. 
If it were up to Landmarks, the Bruy n House would have 
been desig nated long ag o. But it isn’t up to Landmarks any ­ 
more. the Council took care of that last y ear. Landmarks 
“ recommends” these day s and any thing can happen to these 
recommendations once the aldermen g et hold of them. 
O ddly enoug h, the Bruy n House was the first 
recom­ 
m endation” from Landmarks after the Council took away 
its desig natory powers. The Laws and Rules Committee was 
led to believe by Landmarks that there would be no “ prob­ 
lems” (no opposition) at the public hearing held for the 
purpose of desig nation. The problem was that nobody had 
checked with the Urban Renewal Ag ency , which owned the 
building . It was firmly opposed to its 
desig nation. The 


ag ency wanted to put up a parking lot. 
There were several tours of the building by both alder­ 
men and the city building inspector, Georg e Radcliffe. One 
didn’t have to be a building inspector to see that the struc­ 


ture had seen far, far better day s. 
But still, despite ling ering hard feeling s from the public 
hearing , it appeared that the building would be desig nated. 
In fact, when we read the committee report from the 
Laws and Rules Committee at I uesday s Common Council 
meeting , we thoug ht at first that the desig nation was for the 
Senate House. It was that strong , to whit: “ It (the Bruy n 
H ouse) is of such sig nificant historical value as to inevitably 
be of material, economic and cultural value to the develop­ 
ment of the city of King ston.” That is some kind of recom­ 
mendation and it was sig ned by all five members of the 
Laws and Rules Committee. 
But somewhere along the line— within 24 hours of the 
Council meeting , w'e hear— somebody switched g ears and by 
the time the Bruy n House g ot to the Council floor it never 
had a chance. H ie vote, 8 -5 ag ainst it, w a snt even close, 
what with three members of the Laws and Rules Committee 
who had sig ned the committee report, Don 
Quick, the 
chairman: Eddie Rotix and Emillio Primo, voting ag ainst it. 
That structure of “ sig nificant historical value 
has sud­ 
denly become a rundown wreck that would take vast sums 
of money , none of it immediately available, to restore. 
Leg islation for the I remper House at i North Front 
Street, on the other hand, went throug h by unanimous vote. 
The Tremper House had a few thing s g oing for it; it wasn’t 
a rundown wreck and Landmarks had 545,000 on hand from 
IBM to restore the exterior. 
It looks like an interesting anolog y and perhaps an ulti­ 
mately useful precedent has been drawn by the aldermen 
w'ith the Tremper*Bruy n leg islation. “ Historic Sites 
which 
are saveable— at no expense to the city — will be desig nated 
and saved. “ Rundown” building s which have no private 
funds committed to their restoration will not be saved. 
The toe of the precedent? Isn’t the old city hall a “ run­ 
down” building ? 
R O U X RO ARS— W e missed Eddie Roux, the ninth 
W ard Republican, at the J anuary 17 meeting of the Council. 
Roux, like a lot of other people, had the flu. But Ed was 
back last Tuesday and quickly made his presence felt. 
For one thing , Roux manag ed to ha ve Cliff Sinsabaug h 
the 10th W ard Dem o, speechless, and that doesn’t happen 
voty often. The issue was a story we did a few weeks ag o 
about ICiA Stores coming into the proposed City H a ll Plaza. 
Roux, it seems, first learned about it when he read the 
article in The Freeman. Aldermen don’t like to g et their 
news that way , especially when they ’re serving on the par­ 
ticular committee that has authority over die subject. 
So Roux complained on the Council floor, intimating 
that Sinsabaug h was keeping him in the dark. Sinsabaug h 
responded by telling Roux his memory must have been 
faulty since the city had been neg otiating on a food chain 
for City Ha ll Plaza for over a y ear. W hen Roux g ot the 
floor back, he reminded Sinsabaug h that Sinsabaug h had 
said he didn’t know any thing about it either when Roux 
confronted him after reading the article in Lhe Freeman. 
Sinsabaug h did a very g ood imitation of a man tty ing to 
hide in his shirt.

Chea p Energy Is Go ne 


they are entering a seller’s market, and 
their price demands reflect it. 
We are also facing a sho rtage in the 
natural gas supplies o nce co nsidered to 
be o f almo st limitless abundance o n 
o ur co ntinent. 
American firms are 
ho ping to tap gas reso urces in Siberia, 
with the pro spect o f lo ng—and ex pen­ 
siv e—shipment o f gas in liquified fo rm 
to the United States. 
In dev elo ping tho se o il, gas and co al 
reso urces within o ur o wn co untry we 
are restrained by co ncern fo r the en­ 
v iro nment. Way s to tap these re­ 
so urces witho ut harming the env iro n­ 
ment can pro bably be fo und—but with 
the penalty o f higher co sts. 
Ev en the pro mise o f clean electrical 
energy pro duced by nuclear po wer and 
no t rely ing o n fo ssil fuels has fallen 
under a shado w o f dispute o v er safety 
and the effect o f co o ling sy stems o n 
natural bo dies o f water. Here, to o , the 
end result will be an added co st fo r 
electricity . 
The United States is no t alo ne in 
facing these pro blems. J apan and the 
natio ns o f Euro pe are caught in the 
same energy squeeze. The eco no mies 
o f all the dev elo ped co untries to em­ 
ulate their industrial success rest alike 
o n the premise that there will be 
energy eno ugh fo r all. 
The United• States has alway s taken 
pride in no t being a “ debto r” 'natio n. 
In terms o f energy , ho wev er, we are 
co nsuming mo re than o ur reso urces 
are pro ducing. That means debt—o ne 
that will ev entually hav e to be paid 
in o ur utility bills, at filling statio ns 
and in the price o f go o ds. 


The o utline o f the “ energy crisis 
lo o ming in the United States o f Amer­ 
ica is gro wing sharper. We no w are 
seeing that the pro blem go es bey o nd 
dev elo ping adequate so urces o f o il, gas 
and electrical energy to keep pace 
with the gro wing demands o f o ur 
highly mo bile industrial so ciety . The 
further questio n is ho w we are go ing 
to pay the bill to keep it go ing. 
We hav e built a life-sty le in mo dern 
America o n the assumptio n that there 
will be an abundance o f cheap energy . 
It is as much o f the price o f gaso line 
as the price o f auto mo biles that has 
made it co mmo n fo r a single family 
to o wn and o perate two cars o r ev en 
mo re. When co nsidering the purchase 
o f a new electrical appliance fo r o ur 
ho me, we are mo re likely to co nsider 
its price tag than the impact it might 
hav e o n o ur electric bill. 
The ability o f American industry to 
pro duce an eno rmo us v ariety o f go o ds 
within reach o f family budgets is also 
based o n plentiful supplies o f relativ ely 
cheap fuel. Thus the warnings o f 
higher fuel co sts stemming fro m the 
“ energy crisis” are pertinent bo th to 
o ur perso nal budgets and to the na­ 
tio nal eco no my . 
Ov er o ne-fo urth o f the o il needed to 
keep o ur eco no my functio ning is no w 
co ming fro m abro ad. The o il impo rt 
bill passed $4 billio n a y ear and has 
no way to go but up, pro mising to ag­ 
grav ate o ur internatio nal balance o f 
pay ments pro blem. The co untries that 
supply this o il—especially tho se in the 
Middle East—are beginning to realize

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A Rule Is A Rule

W hen is a rule a rule? W hen it’s in the rule 
bo o k, o f co urse. And w hat if the rule is seldo m 
o r never invo ked? I t’s still a rule, if it’s in 
the bo o k. 
If y o u’ve had eno ugh o f th at, le t’s dwell o n 
th e subject a t hand — R eferee Bill Van Aken 
th rice invo king the rule o n im pro per signal­ 
ling by a play er when he has been caught co m ­ 
m itting an infractio n. 
The rule sa y s the pla y er sha ll ra ise o ne 
ha nd, stra ight up, quickly a nd sma rtly . It 
speciflca lly pro hibits signa lling with two ha nds 
which is ex a ctly wha t ha ppened in la st Tues­ 
da y ’s ga me between Sa ugerties a nd Kingsto n 
in the Sa wy er den. 
Signalling with the clenched fist is also ver- 
bo ten, reaso n fo r which sho uld be clearly 
o bvio us to any o ne. 


Van Aken, o ne o f the m o st respected ref­ 
erees in the business, a stric t fundam entalist 
w as understandably dism ay ed by the reactio n, 
in so m e q uarters, to his th ree calls — o ne 
ag ain st S augerties and two against K ingsto n' 
fo r play ers signalling w ith two hands in­ 
stead o f o ne o n fo ul calls. 
“ We just didn’t sta rt ca lling the v io la tio n,” 
sa id Va n Aken. “ It do esn’t ha ppen to o o ften 
but the rule is in the bo o k a nd we must en­ 
fo rce it. The fa ct tha t it ha ppened three times 
in o ne ga me is purely co -incidenta l.” 
Van Aken say s high scho o l play ers, pro b­ 
ably aping the pro fessio nals, have started the 
fad o f raising two hands instead o f o ne. ' It 
happens m o re than so m e peo ple think, es­ 
pecially in jay vee g am es.” 
The veteran arbiter, who also happens to 
be o ne o f K ingsto n’s all-tim e go lf greats, po ints 
o ut that the o fficials take special pains to re ­ 
m ind the co aches and team captains o f the 
rule. 
“ We rem ind 
them 
at the pre-gam e 
m eeting and co nstantly keep telling them , o ne 
hand, o ne hand bo y s.” 
Since it's a ca ll ra rely seen, its sho ck v a lue 
is tha t much grea ter, pa rticula rly if it’s a 
triple do se in a tensio n-cha rged setting like 
a Kingsto n-Sa ugerties ba sketba ll ga me. 
Van Aken rejects the im plicatio n th a t o f­ 
ficials have been pro ne to o verlo o k vio latio ns 
o f the signal rule, ex cept in flagrant vio latio ns. 
“ N o t so ,” he say s, “ all o fficials w atch fo r it 
and call it. No rule in the bo o k is neglected. 
On this partifcular bo o k rule, we have had 
several no tices fro m the o fficials’ asso ciatio n 
urging us to enfo rce it a t all tim es."

One respo nsible ho m em aker 
with a larg e fam ily write* me 
ahe has been using imitatio n 
m ilk fo r her children fo r so me 
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time,

prefer its flavo r to that o f 
real milk. But no w she is 
beco ming 
wo rried 
fo r 
fear 
so mething im po rtant to their 
g ro wth and develo pment may 
be left o ut 
by

substitute. 
"Is it really all 
rig ht to feed this make-believe 
milk to my children and to 
my baby ?” she asks 
There are disag reem ents, o f 
co urse, amo ng expert:» as to 
ho w 
much 
difference 
the 
substitute milks may make in 
either a child’s o r an adult’s 
diet. But after checking with 
a num ber o f o ur fo remo st 
nutritio n research g ro ups, rt 
appear* the m ajo rity are in 
a g r e e m e n t abo ut certain 
facts. And it rests o n the indi­ 
vidual 
co nsumer 
to decide 
where the weig ht o f advan­ 
tag es 
a n d 
disadvantag es 
co mes into balance fo r them­ 
selves and their o wn families. 
F i r s t 
let’s 
take 
the 
definitio ns o f tne two basic 
ty pes 
o f 
substitute 
milks. 
Filled milk is actually based 
o n real milk, fro m which the 
natural 
milk 
fat 
has 
been 
remo ved 
and 
ano ther 
ty pe 
substituted. Extra milk so lids 
are also usually added to this 
ty pe. Im itatio n milk o n the 
o ther 
hand 
has 
no 
milk 
co ntent 
at all, 
but uses a 
veg etable 
o il 
base 
with 
vario us o ther ing redients. 
There 
are 
g enerally 
two 
purpo ses 
to 
creating 
milk 
substitutes One is to pro vide 
a liquid to be used like milk, 
but to which tho se allerg ic to 
milk will no t react. The o ther 
i* to 
g et 
away 
fro m 
the 


cho lestero l co ntained in m ilk's 
butter-fat. 
But acco rding to analy ses 
m ade 
by 
an 
independent 
labo rato ry no t king ag e, 
a 
m ajo rity 
o f these milk sub­ 
stitutes use co co nut o il as the 
fat 
in 
the 
fo rmula. 
No w, 
co co nut o il do es no t co ntain 
cho lestero l, but it is a hig hly 
saturated 
fat 
and 
has 
the 
unique 
quality 
o f 
inducing 
cho lestero l in the bo dy . Ac­ 
co rding to the repo rt. 59 per 
cent o f 
the fatty 
acids 
in 
co co nut 
o il are 
saturated. 
And. o f co urse, the so called 
"co ffee-whiteners” u s u a l l y 
fo llo w 
the 
same 
ing redient 
sy stems 
as 
the 
imitatio n 
milks. 
In ano ther study , do n« by 
the University o f Minneso ta, 
it was fo und that natural milk 
has fo ur to nine tim es the 
amo unt o f calcium as fo und 
in imitatio n milks, and abo ut 
three to fo ur times as much 
pho spho ro us. 
Pho spho ro us, 
y o u may rem em ber, is o ne 
element which helps the bo dy 
make use o f calcium to build 
bo nes, teeth, muscles, nerves 
and blo o d. Ano ther urg ently 
necessary elem ent is iino leic 
acid which the bo dy must also 
have to put that calcium to 
wo rk. And ag ain, co co nut o il 
is deficient in that im po rtant 
acid, so even if calcium co uld 
be added to the diet in suf­ 
ficient 
quantities 
witho ut 
milk, it wo uld be difficult to 
find the Iino leic acid it needs 
to be effective. 
Co uld y o u perhaps arrang e 
a diet witho ut milk that wo uld 
g ive y o u the 
reco mmended 
dailv amo unt o f calcium? It 
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wo rks o ut this way ; in o ne 
day ’s m eals, two serving s o f 
m eat 
and 
eg g s, 
plus 
fo ur 
s e r v i n g s 
o f 
fruits

veg etables, plus fo ’ir serving s 
o f bread and cereals, to taled, 
will g ive y o u V4 o f the day 's 
reco m m ended calcium.

When it co mes to g iving 
babies 
o r 
children 
milk 
substitutes, the Co mmittee o n 
Nutritio n 
o f 
the 
American 
Academy o f Pediatrics say s 
in a recently released repo rt, 
that they are g reatly co n­ 
cerned abo ut the use o f fiuid- 
milk-like pro ducts in the d;ets 
o f infants and children. The 
chief pro blem seems to be 
that the presence o f co co nut 
o il, which pro vides no Iino leic 
acid, wo uld prevent a child’s 
bo dy fro m utilising calcium, 
ho wever supplied. 
Their co nclusio n is that they 
do no t reco m m end filled milk 
o r imitatio n milk at all fo r 
babies, and o nly fo r children 
if 
their 
diet 
also 
supplies 
adequate Iino leic acid. As fo r 
using imitatio n milk fo r o lder 
children, the co mmittee say s, 
‘‘many 
o f 
these 
pro ducts 
canno t be co nsidered as 
a 
suitable replacem ent fo r milk 
in the diet o f y o ung children.” 
The time no do ubt m ay co me 
when science can pro vide in 
such a substitute all the ad­ 
vantag es o f natural milk. 
There 
are 
tho se 
who 
challeng e 
the 
advice 
o f 
nutritio n experts that milk is 
a g o o d and im po rtant fo o d fo r 
every bo dy . But the evidence 
o n the reco rd appears to sho w 
co nclusively that, fads o r no 
fads, 
milk 
is

mig hty 
po werful 
friend 
to 
g o o d 
nutritio n and g o o d health.

Fu rthermo re, the indiv idu al sho ws that hav e drawn 
the highest v iewing lev els dealt with to p ics ranging fro m 
ho mo sex u ality to ab o rtio n. No r hav e the walls fallen in 
o n TV o r its adv ertisers as the resu lt o f frank langu age 
left u nb leep ed in mo v ies like “Lo v e Sto ry ” and “Patto n.” 
Perhap s the mo st significant indicatio n o f ho w the 
American p u b lic and TV hav e changed was the incredib le 
resp o nse o f v iewers to the Oly mp ics this y ear. They co m­ 
p letely ab ando ned their no rmal v iewing hab its to set an 
all-time au dience mark fo r a TV ev ent. And mo st o f the 
Oly mp ics-watching was do ne b y the y o u nger, b etter edu ­ 
cated, higher inco me au dience. 
We think what’s b een hap p ening o n TV this seaso n 
has a lo t to do with that recent Censu s Bu reau rep o rt 
that—within a single generatio n—an edu catio nal rev o lu ­ 
tio n has taken p lace in the U.S. In this y ear o f 1973 a 
greater p ro p o rtio n o f adu lts hav e b een to high scho o l than 
had b een to elementary scho o l in 1940.

under the watchful eyes of its 
initiators,

Hayden Jr. 
Far from being a secluded 
and 
separate 
entity, 
as 
originally 
intended 
by 
its 
proponents, 
the 
"Ancram 
r e s t o r a t i o n project" has 
become a viable and integral 
part of the hamlet’s daily life. 
Besides the museum and 
films shown in the Johann 
Strauss Atheneum, the cousins 
Chapin 
and 
Hayden 
have 
involved 
themselves 
in 
the 
restoration 
of 
the 
Ancram 
Opera 
House 
(formerly 
a 
Grange 
Hall) 
and 
Simons 
General Store. 
Warmly Received 
The outward manifestations 
of the past two years of work 
these two young men have 
invested 
in 
restoring 
these 
buildings to their Victorian 
grandeur have been "warmly 
received" by the residents of 
this paper mill and farming 
o r i e n t e d community, ac­ 
cording to Hayden. 
How 
did these 
two men 
became involved in producing 
Viennese opera in such an 
unlikely spot? We asked that 
question 
during 
a 
recent 
sojourn in Ancram on a tour 
of their facilities. 
Light 
opera 
has 
been 
a 
lifetime fascination of both, 
and they had looked for an 
opera house for years. "We 
had seen 86 of them, all over 
the 
country," 
they 
said, 
"including one old vaudeville 
theater in Ashokan.” 
The pair had founded the 
Gotham Light Opera Guild in 
New York some eight years 
ago, which is dedicated to the 
preservation of operetta and 
light opera in America. 
On Vienna Board 
John Peter Hayden Jr. is 
president of the Guild and sits 
on the board of trustees in 
Vienna, 
Austria 
of the 
In* 
t e r n a t i o n a 1 Society for 
Preservation 
of 
Operetta, 
Light 
Opera 
and 
Musical 
Comedies. 
The Ancram Opera House 


was advertised for sale in the 
New York Times three years 
ago and 
subsequently 
in­ 
vestigated. It turned out to 
be the answer to the long 
search. 
Hayden and Chapin lived in 
the old Grange hall for 18 
months during various periods 
of restoration, and bought the 
building across the street that 
had formerly been the Janes 
Methodist Church, with a 1960 
addition 
for 
a 
short lived 
bowling alley. 
The 
next 
purchase 
was 


Simons General Store, which 
was built in 1874 on Ancram 
Square 
and 
had 
operated 
continuously as a store until 
it was temporarily closed for 
restoration in 1971. 


They Take Pride 
Noticing and approving the 
renovations 
of 
these 
three 
buildings, 
several 
Ancram 
residents followed suit and 
restored other buildings 
in 
like manner. Having worked 
during summers in Ancram 
some eight to 10 years ago, 
this 
reporter 
immediately 


noticed 
tremendous 
visual 
improvement from that time 
— and the continued pride of 
r e s i d e n t s seems largely 
responsible. 
The Ancram Opera House, 
built 
around 
1919, 
was 
originally to have housed the 
p e r s o n a l 
collection 
of 
memorabilia 
now 
in 
the 
Johann Strauss Atheneum. Its 
small size (about 100 seats) 
prohibits its commercial use, 
and the cousins will produce 
private light 
opera 
parties 
there, using the third floor for 


dressing 
rooms 
and 
guest 
rooms. 
Restoration of the exterior 
has been completed, and the 
interior is being restored to 
reflect the elegance of the late 
19th century. 
A 19th century formal park 
is being created adjacent to 
the Opera House. It will have 
walks and plantings, with a 
Victorian 
gazebo, 
and 
a 
hidden parking lot.

He con­ 
vinced the farmers in the South that planting 
peanuts would be good for the land. After 
they planted them, he then showed them 
that the peanut could be used in making over 
300 different products. He also discovered 
over 100 things that could be made from the 
sweet potato. He died in 1943. 


Educator 
Elizabeth Koontz is from Salisbury, North 
Carolina where she was a teacher. She was 
the first black woman ever elected president 
of the National Education Association which 
is made up of teachers throughout the coun­ 
try. m 1969 President Nixon appointed her to 
an important job. She has worked to see that 
woman have equal job chances with men. 


Senator 


Senator Edward W. Brooke is a member of 
the United States Senate from Massachu­ 
setts. He is a lawyer. He was the Attorney 
General of Massachusetts before becoming 
a Senator. 


Inventor 


Garret A. Morgan was bom in Paris, Ken­ 
tucky in 1877. He had an elementary school 
education and left home at the age of 14. He 
later settled in Cleveland, Ohio where he 
opened a sewing machine repair shop. In 1913 
he invented what was known as the “Safety 
Hood”. It was later improved and became the 
gas mask that saved so many lives in World 
War I. This invention has also saved the lives 
of many firemen because it enabled them to 
breathe in smoke filled rooms. In 1933 he 
patented the first electric traffic signal. He 
died in 1963 after a long and happy life.
